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Introduction 


I.  Introduction 

As  a  coder  in  Operation  2  -  Economic  Coding,  you  will  code  two  sets  of  questions  on  Form 
2B/2C/2D/3  census  questionnaires.  The  questions  you  will  work  with  are  37  and  38  for 
Industry,  and  39  and  40  for  Occupation.  The  Economic  Coding  operation  also  involves  an 
identification  of  whom  to  code  step  to  determine  whether  or  not  Economic  Coding  is 
required  for  the  respondent.  This  ensures  Industry  and  Occupation  data  is  not  captured  for 
people  who  have  not  worked  since  January  1 ,  1995,  or  who  have  reported  only  volunteer 
work,  housework,  maintenance  or  repair  work  around  the  house. 

The  TM-200  Economic  Coding  Training  Guide  allows  you  to  apply  the  procedures  from  the 
M-200  Economic  Coding  Procedures  Manual.  Chapters  II,  III  and  IV  contain  specific 
training  exercises  to  be  completed  using  the  procedures  outlined  in  the  corresponding 
chapters  of  the  procedures  manual.  Chapter  V  contains  responses  to  Questions  37,  38, 
39,  40,  41,  42,  and  43  for  10  respondents  which  you  will  code  using  the  procedures 
manual.  Chapter  VI  consists  of  responses  to  Questions  37,  38,  39,  40,  41 ,  42,  and  43  for 
55  respondents  which  you  will  code  using  the  On-line  Reference  Manual  System  (ORMS). 
By  completing  these  training  exercises,  you  will  simulate  a  live  coding  environment  which 
will  prepare  you  for  coding  actual  questionnaires.
